ent, that the Orient
and the Ocoldent
have come together
vnder the wegis of
Thespis,

“From a psalm of
Asaph" romavked
the lata Mr. Carl¥le in one of his most vilious
moments of reflootion, 1o & seat at the Lon-
don onern In the Huymarket, what o rond
have mon traveled !

The distompored sago had Limself, upon
one occnsion, beon induced to take a seat io
the London opora, which he abandoned dur
fng the baliet, upon the ground, as ho subsc.
quently oxplained, that “he hadn't the heart
to atay aud wateh s woman with an immortal
soul making a Menx penuy of herself.”

But Carlyle's billousness does not affoct
the major portion of munkind, who love dis-
traoctlon, mmusemaént, entertainment, and
soek theso divertisemeonts in the theater as
the most legitimate plnce in which to pass
away n fow hours thot might otherwise hang
heavily,

And to gratify this growing taste for art
and for pleasure Hoyd's theater, whiot will
b opaned Thursday avening, has boen built,

Upon  the complotion of the oid
Hoyd theater, now known as the [Farnam
Btreot theater, aod its dedication in 1551 by
the Fay Templeton opern company, amuse-
ment lovers and the vcitizens of Omahna,
whether theater-gnurs or not, regavded the
opening of that modern temple of the musoes
in thoe light of & great public event, slinost ng
important fn its nature as the grand system
of education which Omaha soenthusinstically
encourages and which Hnds its highor idonls
in the strong colleginte institutions which
uoj\; ornamweunt the uplands of the city.

Fortunately there was no question
tatwean the two groat divisions of the house,
the stage nnd tho asuditorium and both these
divisions hive received groat oare at the
hiands of the architects, MeEltatrick & Son of
St Louis, who have built muny of the lead-

somo degres sacrifiosd o the avditorinm
This saorifica is not of tho stairwavs, by any
monus, but simply In the foyer which le nar.

Theentrances ana exitsare indeed entiroly

contrive atple and soparate oxits from all
partsof the house, and this will ba a source
of much gratification to those timorous peo-
ple who aroe always ofraid of a fire. With
these exits on all stdes, not alone confined to
the auditorinm, but to tho stago us well, 1t I8
eatimated that tho house can o emptied
readily In three minutes,

The interior form of a theator Is distinotly
established by expericnce ns the amphithe-
atrical, and very fow Innovaticus upon this
typival form are possible.

The amptitheater in the new house seems
eclopgated beyoud what 15 usual and then
widens ot the stage end so as to more nearly
give it the form of alvro than of “the glit-
tering horseshoo's smpla round” which be.
lonegs to tho conventionnl temple of the lyric
drama. Tho moditication of the curve wbich
produces this result is nowever slight,
| It s in the proscenium that the architeots
I have achieved their groatest victory, for it is

elaborate ton degree, var thoroughly in keep-

ing with tho style of the ioterior, which 1s
modorn Romsnesque,

The “sight lines"” and the acoustics
s0 indispensible to the perfect house bave
vommuanded no small attention of the de-
signers of the structure and to n iarge extent
they will be found weli nigh porfect,although
the supstitution ol the alongnatod pgallery in-
stead of the horse-shoe shape may possibly
detract somewhat from voth those absolutely
necessary ndjuncts Lo the complete thentor,
This, howovor, is o matter of conjecture and
can only be deorded upon the night of tho
opening.

As the stage is tho point of any theater
especinlly  vuloerable to fire, it is of prime
importancs to conline to the stuge any tire
that may originate there, for the destiny of
theaters almost proverbially is to die by
fire, and thore is scarcely o famous theator
in the world which has not veon rebuilt more
than onee,

In order to comply with the eliy ordinance
relative to theaters, which is very lurgely

. parterned after the New York ordinance

the

L upon the ssne subject, it woas found necos-

sary to makoe tho proseenium arch of five tile,
which admits of high ornamentstion, ‘I'his
tile cuts off the stage entirely from the audi-
torium ana with the aid of the wsbesios cur-
tain ought to successfully keop tire from get-
ting to the maln portion of the house,

In nddition to this very necessary precau-
tion all the partions on the stige have
bewn Hreproofed by the introduction of tile,
the iy gallories being mado of corrugated
iron, the stairways leading to the loft being
of iron, built in spiral form.

There is no entrance to the stage from tho
body of the house, all communication having
been cut off In that direction by the best wis-
dom of the architeots,

The stage entrauce s on the east side of
the building passing through a wide entrance
on the north ana along the side wall to the
stage door,

While the architoct deserves
for the airiness and brightneas of the audito-
rium, tho fresco artist deservos unstinted
congratuiations for the work which has mada
the theater one of the hundsomest in tue
country.

While the glories of mural painting have
Intely been eclipsed by the predominating
popularity of its younger sister, the casel
picture, the eclipse has not beon total, and
given tho proper lmpotus, its sun may vet
shine with moro thun pristine splendor,
T'rue, the pictorial storv-tolling age 1s gone,
at least for us, for prosaic vy pe has usurped
thelry functions, but rising weneratlons will
imbibe more copious draughts from more

Not content with these rare advantages he
has laft tho impress of his art on tho sultan's
palaco in Constantinople, and in tnhe czar's

palace in St Patorsburg, in ad-
iHithon to having ornamen tad the
intorfor of many tueaters and private

residences, An Austrian by birth, M, Pave-
slel s imoued with tho truo artiatic feeling,
and his pletures, while now and thea romin-
Iscont of the Vienna sehool, are at once
strong and earnest in character, particnlarly
romarkatle in the harmoony of thelr colors
and i the manoer of their toning in with
tho style of archiitecture.

The [obly, S4x24 fest, 8 spaciovs and very
beautifully decorated, Heavy ornamental
tiles, in mosaie desigus, form the Noor. The
woodwork is 1n quarter oak,oil finlsh, with an
nrtistically earved frioze, showinge oak loaves
wid berries, Tho box office projocts in semi-
circular skapas about five feot, the connter bo-
Ing of variegated Vermontmarble, Kalnbow-
tinted art glass, in foral designs, whicn
forins thoe fricaze, sets off tho heuvy beveled
gluss of the window. In front of the box is
n highly polished brass ralling set in oak,
through which the thestor-goer must pass to
the box-oMee. “T'he frescoing of
Is tiost artlstically done. Upon a pink baok-
ground the murnalist has wrought floral
nad sylvan  figures in appropriate colors,
An elaborate ornamental conter piece en-
hances the alrewmly brilllant and pleasing
offcet, Crestod onk loaves such ns are bia-
zoned on esvutcheons, form tho border. The
slegnutly carved doors which open into the
foyer are fitted with imported frosted glass.
On elther side of the fover thirty marble
steps lead up to the baleony while the floor
is finished in hard wood, The fresco design of
the foyer is Kast Indian In character, the
Tolings belng mnssed in groups, tho aky warm
ana effective in compusition, making an en-
trancing ground for the luxuriant growtu of
tropleal torn,

‘I'he ladies’ reoeption room is looated on the
right of the entrance Tho oeiling is in a
plinin gray tint with gold lines, Wild roses
muke @ roemarkably effective deslgn for the
fricee, By far- the npiost  atirac-
tivo thing about thiselogant room is the mag-
nifteent muutel plece. A handsome baveled
gliss mirror dx4 is set in the wall in polishod
conerry.  Around tho open hearth are fin-

' jectod brackota and the reontrant aneles of
the splay are reonforecd after the mannop
of the [talian Henals¥unes with one broad
panal denominated the “sounding board,'
and upon this Paole Payosioh hus shown his
highost talent. The panel is of sufctent
alze to ndinit of elght HifGros, three of them
herole in alze, and thesa fgures tell the story
of the “Triumph of Fantasy, Poetry and Muy-
sle.”" Thesmall igures 1o the rlght and left
of the central themo lAve Leen taken from
Rahl's strong dramatio, composition, the cur-
tisin In the [mperial opera houss, Vienun,
which toils the story of *“I'he Love of Orpha-
us."" These figures o boeen grouped by the
artist lo & mannor whioh leaves littlo to be
desired and shows hilm at his beat.

Two chernbs, moderntzed ldeals of Ceres
and  Bacoh s, occupy! the right panel nnd
and they tell tho story of “The Joy of the

Harvest.'' One carries a rvake over his
shoulder while the other beara aloft a
mug of ear, The drawing Is
good and thae flesh benutifully

moist and warm, To the Jeft of the main
fligures, threo chorubs are groupsd, one re.
c¢lining on the ground still holds nloft a silken
banner, which has beon tendered o honor of
Poetry's triumph,a second carries the wreath
of genius and also an olive branch while a
third in a position of Intonsest joy whispors
love nothings into the ear of the wreath
bearer

Of the central panol, whioh of course, is
the urtist's pest bit, Fantasv s the strongost
both in drawing and modeling, ‘The drapery
is blue, niry In toxture aud munuged effoc-
tivoly afier old Greolan models. Tho Sgod-
dess of lyrie verse, a modernized Euterpe, is
the cantral figure in this group elothied in
kold drapery with robes brilliantly Hghted
by contact with the eray background, As
the emblem of her calling she earries o
guitar., Poetry has tne rvight of the grou
mnd upon her face is shown the oy which
groat unselflsn wnatures feal over the tri-
umph of thelr sisters, She holds a lyve in an
artistic manner and is seemingly in the act of

tonching the strings -which shall rouse a
slumbering world,
In treatwent the decorations are mezzo-

sorio ns Itossini said of his own musie to
tho “Stabat Mater” and possibiy  that is all
the auditor will endure.  Whether a serious
trowtmeont of the freseo would allenate the
thoughts of the cllizen in an opera hut and
an opera  frame of ming, s guestion-
able, still  the urtist hns offanded
if 1t po an offense on the side of quiet colors
rather than the giaring rods, vellows and
browns, which aro usad in somo interiors. If
| thet theater-goer goe® to the thoatoer not to
| study or have things explained to him. but
to bo lapped agninst esting earos in soft
Lydian  aivs, then the interior of the Doyd
theator suould bo hodled as an example of the
Lydian moas, for it Is rostful to n degree,
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grace the hearth. The floor ia carpeted with
rich Wilton und the furniture is onk-lframed
and covered with red plusn,

To the left isthe gentlemen’s veception
room, which is decorated and furnisbed afltor
the manner of that of the ludies’, with the ab-
sence of the splondid mantlepiece. T'he ro-
ception room leads down a Hight of stono
stops to the Smﬂklllf room. The celling and
walls are pleasingly frescoed aund the fHoor
tiled,

Tho newels of the stalrways are richly or-
pamented by bandsbme colored lights which
give 1o the promepade a particularly restful
appearance,

The predominating color of the walls
in the body of the house 15 a
delicate shade of sage-green, blonding with
soft shades of olive, sod treated o tapestry
offect which gives a very rich improssion to
the auditorium, Conventional figures at in-
tervals, well tonod, gives a satin Hinish, al-
most, to tho wulls which will command un-
stinted praise from tho sudisnce.

The coiling of the auditorium, which has
been broken by a broad curve, until airectly
over the gallery, is enclosod by a balustrade
in fresco, with a conventionsl design in
flowers, varied iu variety, interlacing. Four
cuplds occupy the angles ol the balustrade,
representative of Musie and the Hunt. T'wo
ol the eherubs, which are well modeled, the
fiesh tints being parcticulorly trassparent,
carry bows nnd arrows of aneient dosien,
whilo Musiwe Is represented by one of tho
cuptds playiog on a violin of the ienalssance

wrlod; the other blows w pipe, the offect

artistio to n degres,  The balustrade is do-
signed in carved woodwork, Romunseque in
style, while the cove balow is richly orna-
mented in oak leaves, convontioun] in design
but strictly in keeping with tho general plan
of the bhouse, The wvdgo of the cove is de-
sigmed in relief, stucco in character, while
the mambers wre in imitation reliel work.
I"'he main fricze is o gom, and while u bit too
far away for tho down-stairs portion of the
house to admire ita beauties, it will ba ap-
irecinted by the balcony and galiery
L 18 thoroughly oclassioal in  gosien,
with am atmosphers that  commands
the attention of critic and nrt lover allke.
The idea is vory poectical, the design being

thelr sides lncendescont bulbs throw light
and give ndditional coler to the effect, Un-
derncath those heads, gariund of flowers
have boun festooned which give reliefl to the
dark treatment of the frieze proper.

the lights being in broozs snd gold, whioh,
uoder the myrisd electric bulbs which are ar-
tistically crouped In and over the coves will
present 4 Vaoity Faly in microcosm upon the
opening night.

Thoe lower boxes bavo & pink aod gray
back-ground, while morning glories in riot-
ous ponfusion full over the boxes, blending
with a bouguet of roses in & variation of eol-
ors which ornament the bax calllogs.

liciently far apart 1o muke tngross sud egross
histween thoem comparatively casy. Thonisles
are wide and the piteh not  particularly no-
ticeable,

Tue baleony is furcished throughout with
the sumo style of chinlrs as the pavquotte and
circle, giving a linished appearsuce to the
house.

Butitis in the gallory the grentost com-
fort has been obtained seemingly, (1t f= yory
Inrgo sud roomy aud the s atioonry seals are
particilarly  wide and easy. And it is
reachoed from the outside by o broad stair-
wiy of iron, o festura that canuot be oo
hiehly commendad.

The pialace set consists of a porspective
backing with arch drop, wings and borders,
Louis Sefge v strle and s beauts.
fully worked out oy tho  artist,
The parlor set {s pure rovoeco in style, an at-
mosphore of the Rennaissance being promi-
nent, its scrolls and ormaments being in white
and gold, the panecls in lght greonish blue
and traced with towers, n gold edging giving
A very handsome effect, and when sot In |ts
differont uanglos, will be docidedly unigue.

The Gotthie set, with its heavy onkon wainss
coting, tho cornices and architruves being
strongly outlined, 1ts carved panels riehly
ornamented, will be most appropriate for the
tragedies and Enoglish melodeamns which
will bo enacted in tha yoars to come,

The oak set Is very massive with its carved
wainscoting, cornices and arehitruves, while
in bas rellef busts of praminent anthors give
itu finlthed appearance and will make the
set pavticularly uppropriate for a library, All
the other interior seenes aro painted with thoe
sSume care aad npproprintencss,

OF the exterior seones, tho handsomest bit
of distemper painting 1% the gavden scene.
ln tho foreground s transparont lake is
shown, the water giving back » soft and cool
relleceion of surrounding objocts, of terrace
and lion asbiers, the whole effect being ar-
tistie to a muarkod extent. Tho conservatory
set with its rare flowers, plants and deep per-
speclive, warm o color, will be thoreugnly
enjoyed by tho audience.
